JITNEYS’ TROUBLES 


The Crown line of jitneys is threat­ 
ening to shake the dust of Santa Ana 
from its wheels because of the regu 
lations that the City Trustees have 
seen fit to impose upon automobiles 
and automobile owners in the busi 
ness of hauling the public. 
If the threat were joined in by all 
of the jitneys 
in 
real earnest the 
m atter would be well worth extended 
discussion, for the jitney is a useful 
as well as a troublesome institution 
that has sprung up, Minerva-like, full 
grown and flourishing. 
Through the 
automobile stages, transportation of 
passengers has brought 
the 
various 
sections of the county 
into 
closer 
communication than ever before. Res­ 
idents of Newport Beach, 
El 
Toro, 
Anaheim, Fullerton and other plat es 
in the county, with which the county 
seat had 
comparatively poor service 
by rail, have found in the jitneys a 
convenience that cannot be discount­ 
ed, and through the jitneys the mer­ 
chants of Santa Ana have received an 
increase in trade 
that 
cannot ver> 
well be estimated. 
In dealing with the jitney problem, 
these facts in favor of 
the 
jitneys 
were kept in mind by the City Trus­ 
tees. 
The most dissatisfied 
of 
the 
stage owners cannot honestly say that 
the Trustees have failed to proceed in 
a fair, reasonable manner in their ef­ 
forts to reach a solution of the d i til c ii I 
ties that arose from the presence of 
jitneys upon the city streets. 
In rec 
ognizing the usefulness of the stages, 
the city board bus also recognized the 
rights of the public 
and 
the 
mer­ 
chants to freedom from annoyances, 
and the rights of the public to tile use 
of the curbings which in the begin­ 
ning the jitneys monopolized. 
That the regulations are stringent 
that the jitneys have been ruled oft 
the streets, that they must seek pri 
vate depots, that they are not to have 
the freedom 
they 
hitherto enjoyed, 
are the outcome of experiences 
this 
city has had with the jitneys. 
lf the jitneys 
find 
the 
ordinance 
which is to go into effect in thirty 
days to be stringent, if they object to 
the loss of the freedom of the streets, 
if they find the necessity of maintain 
ing private depots 
a 
hardship, they 
should ponder upon the fact that their 
own actions have been the prime fac­ 
tors in the development of the situa­ 
tion that has brought about the pas­ 
sage of the ordinance. 
The trustees experimented with two 
or three ordinances under which the 
stages were allowed to stand upon the 
streets while awaiting patronage. Rep­ 
resentatives of the two principal stage 
lines were present at numerous meet­ 
ings of the City Trustees at which the 
objectionable features of the jitney 
business were 
outlined 
fully. 
The 
soliciting of patronage on the streets, 
the noisy conduct of drivers late at 
night, the habit of keeping jitneys on 
the street all night waiting for the 
Sunday morning trade, overloading of 
machines, speeding, the crowding of 
the curbs, the irresponsibility of driv­ 
ers in case 
of accidents—these and 
other matters 
were 
touched ui>on. 
With these objections clearly before 
the jitneys, the Trustees repeatedly 
reported that they found no improve 
ment in t lie conditions. 
Had the jit 
neys 
reformed 
their business, 
the 
chances are that the ordinance pro­ 
hibiting the standing of the stages on 
the street would not have been passed. 
At one time It appeared to the Trus 
tees that satisfactory 
arrangements 
had been made for the handling of 
the Jitneys. 
A district on the west 
side of Main street between Fourth 
and Fifth streets was set apart fot 
the jitneys with tile positive promise 
of representatives of the two main 
lines of jitneys that not over two ma­ 
chines of either line would occupy the 
reserved area at any one time. 
The 
jitneys did not live up to the agree­ 
ment. 
Trustee Tubbs rejjorted that 
at one time he saw ten stages of the 
two lines standing iii the reservation 
at one time. 
No wonder, then, that tile Trustees 
tame to the conclusion that there was 
but one solution, and that solution 
was un ordinance that would not al­ 
low the jitneys to stand on the streets 
at all. 
The Register does not believe that 
the regulations provided by the Trus­ 
tees are too stringent. The jitneys are 
here to stay, and the sooner they are 
placed under well defined, permanent 
rules the better it will be for tile pub­ 
lic and the stages and their owners. 
The requirement of a bond to cover 
liability for damage that may result 
from improper driving or the use of 
faulty machines 
is 
recognized as a 
provision 
wisely 
inserted 
by 
the 
Trustees. 
It has been announced by the Star 


Stage line that it will undertake to op­ 
erate in strict accordance 
with 
the 
ordinance. 
A depot is to be estab­ 
lished close to Fourth street, and from 
that depot the 
jitneys 
will operate. 
Those who patronize the jitneys will 
quickly learn the location, and the 
probability is that in the long run the 
Jitneys will not lose through the oper­ 
ation of the ordinance. 
That the Star people are going to 
give the business a trial under the 
new ordinance is perhaps an assur­ 
ance that the regulations are not too 
severe. 
Until 
demonstrated 
other­ 
wise, the Register will believe that 
the move made by the Trustees was 
in the right direction. 


CHURCH ATTENDANCE 


The State Non-Partisan 
Law and the Legislature 


A count of church congregations in 
the city of New Y’ork recently showed 
that the attendancy tile past summer 
has been twenty-five lier cent more 
than usual. 
Similar 
conditions 
are 
noted in other cities. Church men are 
saying that it is the effect of the war, 
leading people to more serious think­ 
ing. 
The question 
is 
often 
discussed 
whether interest in religion is grow­ 
ing or declining. 
Religion does not 
encounter the popular opposition that 
it used to. Formerly open atheists and 
professed skeptics were arguing on 
every street corner and loafing place. 
They persuaded some people to re­ 
main away from church. 
Yet opposi­ 
tion is one form of advertising. 
It is 
quite possible that the open hostility 
to the church of twenty-five years ago 
helped it more than it hurt it, which 
can hardly be said of the indifference 
of more recent years. 
What 
keeps 
church 
attendance 
down is rarely direct antagonism. It 
is more the fact that people are tired 
after a strenuous week of work and 
like to sieej) late. Still more frequent­ 
ly it is that they have excursions and 
entertainments and sports that they 
wish to enjoy and Sunday is the only 
time they can do so. 
Perhaps this is 
why attendance often gains in hard 
times. 
The man with a costly family 
and a desire for economy may feel 
that lie will get out of the day cheaper 
with a quiet attendance at church. 
There are of course a great many 
people who live superficially, content 
with the mere exterior of the world 
about them. 
The satisfaction of the 
senses, eating, drinking, movie shows, 
these fill their hearts. 
They skate 
over the surface 
of 
life, and never 
look underneath. 
To some of th es e'fritterers away of 
precious time, the war may possibly 
have come as a stirring 
of 
lower 
depths. 
Certainly it is a time for ex­ 
amination of our conventional moral­ 
ities and complacencies, for a univer­ 
sal confession of failure and sin.

Those who have invoked the referendum against the 1915 Direct Prim ary 
law, popularly know n as “The State non-Partisan Election law,” base one of 
their principal objections upon those features which made the election of mem ­ 
bers of the legislature non-partisan. 
Under the term s of the bill, Senators and A ssem blym en w ill be selected 
because of their fitness to serve in the legislature, not because of their af­ 
filiation with this or that national party. 
T h is is one of the chief reasons opponents of the bill declare it to be bad. 
L E G IS L A T U R E N O N -P A R T IS A N 
A s a matter of fact, hov/ever, the legislature never divid es on partisan 
lines. 
Invariably, Dem ocrats and Republicans vote on each side of every issue. 
A t the session of 1907, for example, Mr. J. O. D avis, Dem ocrat, the pres­ 
ent United States Collector at the Port of Sari Francisco, and Mr. F. R. Devlin, 
Republican, at present a m em ber of the State Railroad C om m ission , were 
m em bers of the Assem bly. 
The two stood shoulder to shoulder in supporting 
good measures, and opposing bad. 
On im portant issues before the legislature 
they voted together always. 
N O N -P A R T IS A N ON S T A T E IS S U E S 
Or again, at the 1909 session, we find Senator A. E. Cam pbell, Democrat, 
w ho now holds a federal position under President W ilson , and Senator A. E. 
Boynton, Republican, voting together alw ays on the im portant issu e s w hich] 
divided the 1909 senate. 
These included the suppression of Race T ra c k Gam -; 
bling, effective railroad regulation, a practical Direct P rim a ry law, reform of 
the election law s and the like. 
Both Cam pbell and Boynton supported such 
measures. 
On the other hand, Senator Frank Leavitt, Republican, and Senator Hare 
of San Francisco, Dem ocrat, voted together alw ays again st such m easures.; 
j T hroughout the session, Senator Boynton, Republican, and Sena tor Cam pbell,] 
; Democrat, had everything in common. 
Senator Hare, Dem ocrat, and Senator! 
Leavitt. Republican, had everything in com m on also. 
But there w as little or 
nothing in com m on between the Dem ocrats Hare and Cam pbell, or between 
the Republicans, Boynton and Leavitt. 
Since the old-time m achine w as broken down in 1910, the people of C a li­ 
fornia have become more and more independent of partisan consideration in 
selecting their representatives in the legislature. 
T h e question now asked of 
the candidate is, is he fit for the place. 
The present law requires partisan 
nom inations for legislative offices. 
T h is requirem ent has led D em ocrats and 
Progressives, and Pro gre ssive s to nom inate Dem ocrats and Republicans. 
T o il'ustrate:

24 nominated as Republicans. 
8 nominated as Dem ocrats and Republicans.

1 nomintaed as Republican, Dem ocrat and Prohibitionist. 
1 nominated as Progressive, Republican, Dem ocrat and Prohibitionist.
